Of Russia 

Russi is rapidly becoming Ameri- 
canized. Every day sees Russia 


taking om a greatcr American air. 
and Americans are aiding in the 
establishment of it. Those were the 
opinions expressed by Max Rabinoff, 
one of America's foremost authori- 
ties on Russian affairs, who h2d just 
arrived in Paris after fourteen weeks 
official visit in Russia. Mr. Rabin- 
off is one of a committee expuinted 
by the late President Harding in 
1921 to look into Russian affairs. 
“There are some,” he explained, “who 
may be surprised by the fact that 
Russia is becoming Americanized. 
but it is true and qui.e lovical and 
easy to understand. It is a funda- 
mental part of the Russian plan. 
They recognize that tho United 
Sta.es has accomplshed in a couple 
of decades what it took Europe a 
couple of centuries to do, and has 
gone on from there. Therefore, if 
they are to lead the world industri- 
ally, or if they are to compete in the 
industries of the world, they feel 
they must first reach the stage that 
America has reached. From that 
point on they can build. In our 
visits to factories of various kinds 
we were impressed by the readiness 
with which both men and women 
took hold of complicated work and 
carried it th ugh. It seemed neces- 
siry only to plan changes and im- 
provements to make headway. This 
nat ral skill «*° the workers is en- 
couraged and stimulated by the

The Parisians are complaining 
alout the constant rise in the cost of 
iiving. Meat and bread are the chief 
objects of attack these days, although 
there are few articles that have not 
gone up. At the meat markets the 
butchers have grown so bold, with 
profits rolling in, that they begin to 
treat their customers with disdain 
and contempt. Especially the butcher- 
assistants are becoming unbearable, 
At any rate, so say the Parisian news- 
papers, who claim to receive constant 
complaints to this effect from their 
reader. It’s a curious thing, but the 
butcher boys of Paris have ere this 
been the cause of a gcod deal of agi- 
tation and unrest. As far back as 
the year 1570, the Governor of Paris 
had to warn them that they must 
cease to insult or maltreat customers 
at the meat markets. A special de- 
cree was issued which said that 
“butcher boys were making a habit 
of mocking elderly ladies and holding 
other persons up to ridicule.” The 
Governor warned them that if they 
persisted in their “attitude of gross 
impoliteness” he would take care that 
some of them would be publicly 
whipped.

Cleaning, Wicker 
Furniture 


HE inclosed porch is used as a 
| sun parior during the cold 


months and, perhaps, that at- 
tractive wicker furniture needs clean- 
ing. The unpsinted wicker can be 
scrubbcd with warm, soapy waier to 
which a little borax has been added, 
but the stained or painted variety 
Must receive slightly differcnt treat- 
ment. 


Perhaps a thcrough dusting will be 
all that ts: n ssary to restore this 
furniture and nothing will do this 
better than the blower attachment cf 
the vacuum cleaner.
